Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 2, 7-21 and 54-58 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: amended independent 
claims 1 and 9 are allowed for reasons indicated in the Non-Final Rejection dated 17 March 2008; 
namely: regarding independent claim 1, the prior art of record fails to teach or make reasonably 
obvious wherein the adamantyl or diadamantyl is substituted with 1 to 3 alkyl substituents; and 
regarding independent claim 9, the prior art of record fails to teach or make reasonably obvious 
wherein the polymer is obtainable by copolymerization of a compound of Formula I [(R^R^-Si- 
(XVJ with a compound of Formula II [(R 3 -R 4 ) n -Si-(X 2 ) 4 J.
